Mr. Armstrong eras commissioner 
of the Victoria and Island Publicity 
Bursae for some years after Its for¬ 
mation. a position which he accdffdd 
after serving as dty bdltor of The 
Colonist. A newspaperman by pro¬ 
fession. ha latar turned to advertis¬ 
ing and it was an Important position 
in a large United Btates advertising 
firm which took him from Victoria 
to Chicago and then to Seattle. 

Born In London. Ontario. In 1514. 
Mr. Armstrong was educated at the 
Mot^nt Allteon University and took 
special courses tn Journalism at 
Harvard. After thla training he was 
associated with leading newspapers 
In many parts of Canada and the 
United State*.

From a purely material point of 
view It makes no difference whether

British capital. 

One of the many misfortunes which 
Britain and the Empire have had to 
face aa a result of the War has been 
the curtailment In the Motherland of 
exportabta-capItaL This condition will 
gradually Improve, and although the 
lower Interest rates now current In 
the United States preclude lor the 
present tbs floating of Canadian pub¬ 
lic loans In London, this condition la 
not altogether applicable to money 
borrowed for private enterprise. 

It may not be out of place, there¬ 
fore, to mention throe outstanding 
facts regarding Canada, for the bene- 
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the method has merit. It unques¬ 
tionably aids business, bringing to 
the merchant customers otherwise 
unavailable. 

Nor la the principle new. Moat 
houses are built or bought on ths 
Instalment plan, that la to say, upon 
mortgage, and credit la aa old aa 
the hills The danger lies In excess. 
Expertenoo In the automobile trad* 
has shown that tho percents** of 
cars returned to the dealer dimin¬ 
ish re a* the Initial payment rises, a 
lesson not to be lost by those’who 
sell on ths Instalment plan. The 
subject Is of keen Interest to bankers, 
who deal In credit, and my conclusion 
Is that ths method should not ha 
condemned where cautiously con¬ 
ducted. which means, when tha 
standing of the buyer la carefully 
considered, an ample down payment 
Is exacted and the balance spread 
over a limited period. 

The aggregate of Canada’s foreign 
trade still expands, having had a 
value pf ll.290.9M.Md in tha seven 
months ending October list, or 94*,- 
000,000 more than In the correspond¬ 
ing period last year. The character 
of the trade, however. Is changing. 
Imports having Increased and ex¬ 
ports, decreased, as a consequence of 
which tho favorable balance has 
diminished. Taking the seven 
months' period, there was last year 
an excess of 1111.900.000 of exports 
over Import# while this year the ex¬ 
cess le only $09.800,000, and It Is pos^ 
atble that this margin may be further 
reduced .In the near future. On the 
other hand, while we are not shipping 
abroad the same volume of dairy 
products as last year, we still have a 
dominating trade In cereal export! to

A broad survey of trade conditions 
in tha year under review finds much 
to hearten and little to discourage. 
Tn almost every department of com¬ 
merce activity Is greater and. despite 
keen competition, profits are larger. 
Confidence finds practical demonstra¬ 
tion in Increased capital Investment 
In development of natural resources 
and. to a lesser extent, expansion of 
manufacturing plants. Outstanding 
in this respect Is the growth of the 
pulp and paper Industry, the exploi¬ 
tation of mineral deposits and the 
harnessing of water powers Closely 
allied Industries Indigenous to Canada 
and In respect of which she may 
bo said to stand unrivalled. The 
growth of the pulp and pap!r In¬ 
dustry la remarkable, and has pro¬ 
duced large profits. In ten years our 
exports of wood, wood products and 
paper have Increased from IM.000,- 
000 to $179,000,000. The United 
States* consumption of newsprint Is 
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stand at 1299,000.000 aa against 8141.-
